Report from Beirut — Medical inspection of passengers discontinued — 
Quarantine against Alexandria, Egypt, on account of plague. 

Consul Ravndal reports, September 5 : 

A case of plague was officially reported as having occurred in 
Beirut August 9. In consequence passengers leaving Beirut were 
subjected to a medical inspection. This restriction has since been 
removed. Sporadic cases of bubonic plague have been discovered 
in Beirut during the past seven years, but the cases have been ex- 
ceedingly rare and the disease never appeared in epidemic form. On 
account of the continued presence of plague in Egypt, all arrivals 
from Alexandria are compelled, for about nine months of the year, 
to undergo quarantine at Beirut before being admitted here or 
allowed to proceed to Jaffa, Haifa, or other Syrian ports.
